The co m m ittee is of the opinion 
th at the rio t u n d o u b te d ly was pre­ 
cipitated by two a r r e s t s of negroes

EXPENDITURE OF FUND 
RAISED BY GARBAGE TAX 


Attorney Cie sera l Renders Opinion 
Concerning R ight of Cities to Ap­ 
ply Fund 
to 
Other Purposes— 
Supreme Court Ruling. 


A recent issue of “ Illinois Health 
News’’, published by' the State De­ 
partment of Public Health, contains 
an article which settles the ques­ 
tions as to w h eth er or not a city may 
spend for o th er purposes the fund 
raised for garbage 
disposal. 
This 
question has arisen in a number of 
cities in the state which have voted 
in favor of the levying of a specal 
garbage tax. The article referred to 
follows: 
Expenditures of Garbage Fund. 
‘ Several Illinios Cities have avail­ 
ed'themselves of that amendment to 
the 
Cities 
and Villages Act which 
authorizes city councils in cities of 
less 
than 
100,000 population to 
levy a special tax for the purpose of 
garbage disposal and, in some 
of 
these cities, it is said that much of 
this fund 
is 
being diverted to or­ 
dinary 
municipal 
needs and only 
slightly if a t all to the purpose for 
which it was raised. The validity and 
legality 
of 
thus diverting a fund 
raised 
for 
a 
special purpose bas 
been questioned and the Attorney 
General has rendered the following 
opinion concerning it: 
Attorney General’s Opinion. 
“The act referred to by you Is an 
act authorizing cities and 
villages 
having a population of less hundred 
thousand to levy tax for the purpose 
of 
collecting and disposing of gar­ 
bage, approved Ju n e 25, 1915. Same 
is 
paragraph 
777 of Chapter 24, 
Hurd's Statutes, 1916. 
“Concerning the right of a city or 
village to apply such tax to purposes 
other than for which levied, I will 
say that paragraph 89 of the Cities 
and 
Villages 
Act, chapter 24, pro­ 
vides that the city council of cities 
and board 
of 
trustees in villages, 
shall 
within 
the first quarter of 
each fiscal year, pass an ordinance 
to be te rm ed the annual appropria­ 
tion -bill, 
In 
which such corporate 
authorities raafy appropriate 
such 
sum 
or 
suras 
of 
money deemed 
necessary 
to 
defray all necessary 
expenses and liabilities of such cor­ 
poration, which 
ordinance 
la 
to 
specify the objects ann purposes for 
which appropriations are made and 
the 
am o u n t appropriated for each 
purpose. 
“The Suprem e Court in the case of 
Fuller vs. City of Chicago, 89, IIL, 
282, 
holds th a t a city can not use 
the taxes levied for one fund to meet 
the expense of another.” 
No Legal Justification. 
“ While in General Appropriations 
it may be legal to return the surplus 
left in an appropriation to general 
fund 
after 
the original purposes 
of the appropriation have been a t ­ 
tained. th e re is no legal Justification 
for employing any money appropria­ 
ted for* a 
specific purpnwe to any 
other p u r p o s e s so long as the needs 
of the original purpose are not fully 
met. 
Inasmuch 
as 
no 
Illinois 
city 
is at this time adequately collect­ 
ing and disposing of garbage, there 
can be no surplus and no legal ju s­ 
tification for diverting any of 
the 
garbage 
tax 
fund to the general 
municipal funds or to any 
other 
fund. 
Money raised 
by 
special tax for 
garbage must be spent for garbage 
disposal an d for nothing else.”

Cast on and bind off very loosely, 
using a double thread.
